This  manuscript  of  a  notable  voyage  was  doubtless  prepared  for 
presentation  to  John  Pitt,  Earl  of  Chatham,  to  whom  the  Dedica- 
tion is  addressed,  and  to  whom  the  author,  some  years  earlier,  had 
been  indebted  in  the  matter  of  his  release  from  the  Spaniards, 
when  captured  in  Nootka  Sound.  When  printed,  however,  the 
book  was  dedicated  to  Sir  Philip  Stephens,  one  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiralty. 

The  manuscript  differs  materially  from  the  Printed  Edition.  It 
contains  the  Journal  (or  Log)  covering  the  period  referred  to  in  the 
book,  and  has  passages  and  incidents  omitted  from  the  book. 
For  instance,  at  the  end  of  Chapter  9  there  is  a  long  statement 
on  the  importance  which  Colnett  attached  to  the  Gallapagos 
Islands  as  a  base  for  British  maritime  operations,  the  main 
purpose  of  the  voyage  being  to  discover  some  such  base. 
Colnett,  who  served  as  a  midshipman  under  "  the  able  Captain 
Cook,"  and  made  later  voyages  to  the  North  West  Coast  of 
America  and  China,  sailed  on  this  whaling  voyage  in  the  sloop 
"  Rattler,"  of  374  tons,  lent  by  the  Admiralty. 
Both  the  Manuscript,  and  the  copy  of  the  Printed  Book,  are  in 
excellent  state.
